Can anybody tell how many times Deca- 


tur[has debated the matter of ajworkhouse? 
It is qneer,_the_number ot towns that take 
np this~questlon"just as sure as the winter 
comes on. debate it for awhile, unanimously 
conclude that such an Institution is a good 
Ihing, and then turn their unemployed fac- 
nltiesjo raising flqwerein the^springtiine. 
ThereTTa'b'een a good deal of laughter over 
the subjects that, each winter, engage the 
•Mention of country debating societies 
Veil, these fellows have at least a grea 
variety than we, and not cue with a more 
ancient flavor about it. True, they decide 
each year that Washington was a greater 
patrioi than Lafayette, and that, to all prac- 
tical intents and purposes, Columbus did 
di-cover America. Bat all this time we la- 
boriously decide that a workhouse is a pub- 
lic necessity. This is> all we do in the mat- 
ter. 
We did it a year ago; we are again in 


the midst of the same mental agony of sus- 
pense, and the wise student of history can- 
not doubt the issue; and even a weather 
prophet1 can tell that we will take up the 
same question neAt year. We got it from 
our grandfathers, and we will give it to our 
grandchildren. It is an heirloom that runs 
with municipalities. 


As this is not a practice that should make 


us burst with pride, why can't we put an 
f iid to it? The thing has been argued and 
debated until all the bums in the surround- 
ing country have been attracted to our win- 
ter matinee. We have advertised every- 
vi h'Tetlut we haven't got a workhouse, 
and so tho.se who are in the petty criminal 
business have come this way to see what 
comfort there can be got ou* of our parlor 
quarters. It is high time there shouldibe a 
change in this matter. Let us either build 
a workhouse or cease telling the world of 
wary bums that we have none. This mat- 
ter is up again, and everybody seems to take 
an interest in it 
But it remains in the agi- 


tation stage. Why it should forever remain 
there is hird to say. 


A workhouse is not a costly edifice. We 


do not have to wait for some famous Eur- 
opean architect to come along to furnish us 
the plans. Frank Haines' bill posters will _ 
take care of the interior decoration. We 
don't care anything about a gothic btyleof 
architecture on tlie outside. It need not be 
of Italian marble, and a mansard roof can 
be (Uspi'tisrd with for the present. Those 
who witi Vd the laying of the street pave- 
ments during the last summer wondeied 
whut was to be done vsilli all the i.biieks- 
that weif rejected. Now, gather them to- 
tthcr, appoint a committee to solicit do- 
nations ( t hecoml-clasi mortar, put a lot ot 
ambiticus apprentices to work on the ma- 
crials, a- d lo, a woi khou-.e will meet ou> 
t'H-ti t-'ii.e. And then UIH awlnl strain 
w 11 IM-i ei-e'l. Itt le wi.ik'imise does-n'l 
piy. \M will ki.ow that tlu- smaller crin- 
inals have moved on to some other tovin 
that is still debating tiie question. It may 
not pay, but even a preventive is a valu- 
able thniK. It may only act as a warning, 
but even that has its value. Anj how it will 
give us an opportunity to take up ta mw 
subject next winter. But there is not 6L- 
ui.^-li hope in the entire human breast to 
lead up t j uelieve that there will be any- 
thing more than agitation. This article will 
be steicotjped for use about this time next 
year. Duplicate plates will be LfurnislHd 
paper.-, in surroundiujf towns at a reasonable 
price. 


Meantime, if anybody concludes to build 


a workhouse, the way to do it is to build 
one. We have talked about it during all 
tbe years, in all the tongues aud dialects*. 
If talk could do the work we should have a 
Tower of Babel, in the ground floor of 
which the stars would be used as incandes- 


with the W. C. T. U.. and probably never 
will be. Howevei it has grown tired of 
making assaults on its own hook, and so 
has called in the assistance of The Chicago 
Tribune. To start with, this is not the 
best editorial policy in a town like Decatur. 
The Herald has worked that racket for a 
great many years, and as a result the peo- 
ple have long been calling loudly for a rest 
If we are to have the views of foreigners at 
10 cents a week, an edition of The Herald 
without the affidavit will fill the bill. 


But probably The Despatch is willing to 


ba held responsible for any editorial extract 
it may publish without individual comment.

Itself." Now tile records will show that 
there has never been any united effort in 
Pennsylvania. 
About one-half the temper- 


ance in that state have for years been sup- 
porting Mrs. J. Ellen Foster, the distin- 
guished spouse of an obscure lord. This 
lady has not stood as the representative of 
united effort, in affairs outside her own 
family. She has always been supported by 
a large number of the Pennsylvania people.
